|The Jaw and Its Joints 


By VUCTOR FRANK McCOY 


All of you are familiar with the lower jaw 
and its two joints, one on either side, but prob 
ably you are not aware how many times a day 


these joints are moved, in chewing, talking, 


laughing or

Dr. F. McCoy The jaw is supplied with 


very powerful muscles to aid in the action of 
chewing. During the act of chewing the molars, 
or teeth in the back third of the jaw, do most 
of the work. Also, the extent to which the jaw 
closes is fixed by these back teeth. When these 
teeth are missing, either one side, or both 
sides, the jaw tends to over-close and the jaw 
itself takes the impact usually taken by the mol- 


ars

The usual cause of a‘disturbance of the joint 
on one side is loss of teeth. By the teeth being 


missing and not replaced, the loss of molar sup- 


port very often produces certain changes which 
result in a destruction of function in the joint on 


the same side. These changes also induce the 


symptoms which I will discuss later. 

However, the joint may be forced to carry an 
unnatural burden and be forced out of normal 
position when the grinding surfaces of the back 
teeth wear down from continued chewing or 
when the teeth do not properly meet during 
chewing because of not being placed right in the 
jaw.

fascinating Consecratio Medici, of 
essays and lectures on medical topics. It includes 
his Presidential address to the American College 
of Surgeons at Boston in 1922, on “The Physician 
and the Surgeon”, It is a topic Dr. Cushing must 


have felt personal interest in, forvhe is Professor 
of Surgery at the Harvard Medical School. 

Nowadays when so many practitioners style 
themselves “physician and surgeon” it may 
surprise many to learn that until relatively re- 
cent times physicians and surgeons, like the 
Jews and the Samaritans of biblical days, had 
no dealings with one another. While the modern 
surgeon is picked out for special glorification 
today in novel and play, in research reports and 
on the picture screen, it is astonishing to find 
that at one time he was regarded as a sort of 
underling, midway between a butcher and a 
barber. Only two generations ago and we read 
of doctors in Dublin holding consultations with 
the surgeon excluded from the consulting room, 
After the consultation was over, the surgeon 
would be called in and informed whether his 
services were needed or not. 

In this day the two professions are dis- 
tinguished one from the other in Britain, 
eminent surgeons rarely possessing a medical 
degree, and rather priding themselves—as did 
Mr. Gladstone in declining a peerage—on the 
title “Mister”. Yet Dr. Cushing concedes that the 
British surgeon, without a degree in medicine, 
is on the whole a better doctor than the Ameri-
